program, the program being capab l e of creating configured to create an account without 
further administrator action; 

requesting the account from a requestor on a client, the requestor being 
activated through administrator action and capab l e of bypass i ng configured to bypass 
communication to an administrator; and 

processing a request for the account wherein the program is capab le of 
process i ng configured to process the request and bypass i ng bypass an intervening 
administrator action; 

wherein processing the request further includes, 
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checking for mode enablement to determine if the requestor has permission to 
request the account, and 

checking for an account limitation to determine if a maximum number of accounts 
created has been reached. 

9. A method for account creation without administrator intervention, comprising: 
initializing a program through administrator action to activate the program, the 

program being capab l e of mon i tor i ng configured to monitor a network connection for an 

account request and capab le of cr e at i ng configured to create an account without further 

administrator action; 

receiving the account request from a software agen t, the software agent being 

activated through administrator action and configured to bypass communication to an 

administrator, and authenticating an account identifier for a new account; and 

processing the account request by creating a location in a structure managed by 

an operating system for maintaining accounts, wherein the program is configured to 

process the recuest and bypass an intervening administrator action ; 
wherein processing the account request further includes, 
checking for mode enablement to determine if a requestor of the account has 

permission to request the account, and 

checking for an account limitation to determine if a maximum number of accounts 

created has been reached. 
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1 0. A system for creating an account without an administrator action, comprising: 

a requestor operating on a client, the client being coupled to a connector, the 
requestor being activated through administrator action and configured to bypass 
communication to an administrator , wherein the requestor is capab l e of roquost i ng 
configured to request the account; 

a network attached storage (NAS) device coupled to the connector, the NAS 
device being capab l e of stor i ng configured to store the account; and 

a program capable of continuous operation on a file server, the program being 
activated through administrator action, the file server being coupled to the connector, 
wherein the program is capab l e of mon i tor i ng configured to monitor a connection point 
for a request to create the account and subsequently creating the account without 
further administrator action; 

wherein creating the account further includes, 

checking for mode enablement to determine if the requestor has permission to 
request the account, and 

checking for an account limitation to determine if a maximum number of accounts 
created has been reached. 

15. A network, comprising: 

a first computer coupled to a network connector, the first computer being capab l e 
of r e qu e st i ng configured to request the creation of an account through a requestor 
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activated through administrator action and configured to bypass communication to an 
administrator : 

a second computer coupled to the network connector; 

a network attached storage (NAS) device coupled to the network connector, the 
NAS device being capab le of stor i ng configured to store the account; and 

a program residing in the second computer, the program being activated through 
administrator action, wherein the program processes a request to create an account 
and creates the account without further administrator action, wherein creating the 
account further includes, 

checking for mode enablement to determine if a requestor in the first computer 
has permission to request the account, and 

checking for an account limitation to determine if a maximum number of accounts 
created has been reached. 

19. A network of claim [[16]] 15, further comprising a directory in a directory structure. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The primary 
reasons for allowance is the inclusion of the following limitations in each independent 
claim related to account creation: 
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initializing a program on a file server through administrator action to 
activate the program, the program being configured to create an account without 
further administrator action; 

requesting the account from a requestor on a client, the requestor being 
activated through administrator action and configured to bypass communication 
to an administrator; and 

processing a request for the account wherein the program is configured to 
process the request and bypass an intervening administrator action; 



checking for an account limitation to determine if a maximum number of 
accounts created has been reached" 

(as from claim 1 , similar limitations in each independent claim) 
This subject matter, when considered with the claim as a whole, is not found in the prior 
art, nor is it obvious in view of the prior art.
